lo  the  members  of  the  New  haven  Urban  District  Council* 

Madam  &  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  year  ended  31st  December ,1942 * 

During  the  year  1942,  the  general  health  of  the  District  was 
good,  and  there  was  freedom  from  any  seiious  infectious  disease. 
The  Crude  Death  Rate  was  14.7  compared  with  15  in  1941 
The  Senile  Mortality  was  63  compared  with  56  in  1941. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  Heart  disease  22,  Intra¬ 
cranial  vascular  lesions  12,  Cancer  9  and  Bronchitis  6. 

The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  ,58  as 
compared  with  .4  in  1941 e 

The  Birth  Rate  was  20*7  as  compared  with  17  in  1941.  There 
were  3  illegitimate  births ,  and  there  were  5  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  47 
compared  with  70  in  1941. 

33  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were  treated  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  There  was  1  death.

There  were  no  particular  causes  of  sickness  during 
the  year  1942.  The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases 
notified  was  16  as  compared  with  18  in  1941.  There  were  11 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  2  of  Diphtheria.  The  Crude 
Death  rate  was  14.7  as  compared  with  15  in  1941.  The  senile 
Mortality  was  63  as  compared  with  56  in  1941.  The  infantile 
mortality  was  47  as  compared  with  70  in  1941. ■

The  New haven  and  District  Nursing  Association  supply  two 
Queen's  Nurses  and  one  health  visitor.  One  Queen's  Nurse 
carries  out . the . General  Nursing  of  the -District  and  part  of 
the  Rural  District j  the  other  Queen's  Nurse  is  Midwife  for 
the  Town,  and  gives  relief  duty  to  the  other  Nurses  when 
needed.  .The  Health  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Visitor.  The  nursing  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority 
assisted  by  a  grant  from  the  County  Councill  There  is  also’  a 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre;  meetings  are  heid  where  ’  * 
the  mothers  man  attend  with  their  infants  for  instruction 
in  theur  upbringing.  This  Centre  is  carried  on.  .by  the  Health 
Visitor  assisted  by  the  Town  kidwives.  .  ‘  • 

CLINICS  The  Health  Visitor  attends  the  School  Clinic  and- 
also the  Dental  and  Eye  Clinic  held  at  the  schools,  under  the 
arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES  A  motor  ambulance  is  provided  by  -the 
Dewes  jiMewnaven  &  Sea-ford  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the  conveyance 
of  infectious  disoases  to  the  'Isolation  'Hospital ,  and  an  Up-to- 
date  motor  ambulance  . is  provided  by  the  Newhavon  Urban  District 
Nursing  Association  for  the  removal  of  non- inf ectious  and 
accident  cases.  This  ambulance  is  available  fo'r  use  in  the 
Urban  District  and  surrounding  districts. 

HCSPIT.1.LS  There  is  no  Hospital  in  the  district  for  the 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis.  The  Isolation  Hospital  is  provided 
for  the  reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring 
in  the. Town  and  Port  and  from  the  districts  represented  by 
the  Joint  Hospital  Bo<..rd,  This  hospital  receives  a  grant 
from  the  County  Council  under  the  condition  that  cases  should 
be  received  from  certain  outlying  districts  should  their  own 
hospitals  be  full. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  is  the  E.st  Sussex  Western  Hospital 
situated  at  Chailey,  to  which  the  N.ewhave-n  Urban  District 
Council  contributes  a  subsidy.  ......  .  • 

There  is  no  Maternity  or  Childrens  Hospital  in  the 
District, nor  any  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers 
illegitimate  or  homeless  ohi'l'dren,

1.  Fron  Newhaven  &  Seaford  Water  Co,  which  obtains  water  from  2 
well  sunk  into  the  chalk  at  Poverty  Bottom.

Both  of  these  water  supplies  have  been  analysed  regularly, 
and  quarterly  reports  show  them  to  be  of  good  quality  -  there 
is  also  a  sufficient  quantity.

SCHOOLS :  .The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory, 
end'  the  “'water  supply  is  good  and  adequate.  There  is  a  need 
for 'the  provision  of  a  now  school  building  in  the  district, 
as  since  the  admission  of  tin  Scholars  from  Peacohaven,  it 
has  been  necessary  in  the  Beys’  School  to  hold  two  classes  in 
one  room,  which  is  not  a  satisfactory  condition. 

All  cases  of  diphtheria  and  sc-,  riot  fever  are  removed 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  contacts  excluded  for  the 
.prescribed  periods.  Notices  of  non-notif i_ ble  disease  are 
sent  to  the.  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  He.. d  Teachers  so 
that  any  steps  considered  advisable  may  be  taken.

FOOD 

A.  Milk  Supply  The  premises  from  which  milk  is  supplied  retail  to 
"  the  district  receives  special  attention.  Samples  were  taken 

from  three  producers  and  one  retail  trader.  Two  samples  from 
producers  and  one  from  retail  trader  were  not  satisfactory. 

After  supervision  and  advice  on  the  method  of  milking,  and 
handling, each  caso  bee. .me  satisfactory.  One  producer  has 
installed  mechanical  milking  machinery* 

B.  Other  Foods  All . premises . where- food  is  prepared  for  sale 
are  inspected,,  regularly ,  and  their  condition  has  been  found 
to  be  satisfactory  except  in  some  minor  detail  when  verbal 
instructions,  has  sufficed  to  better  tho  condition.  There  are 
6  bakehouses  in  tho  District  ,■  all  of  which  are  above  ground. 

The  Public  Health-Officers  of  the- Council  consist  of 
a  Medical  Officer  .of  .Health,  ■  part  time,  and  a  Sanitary 
Inspector,  full  time.  .  Tho  totaff  of  the  isolation  Hospital, 
comprises  a  Matron,,  a  Trained  Nurse,  two  "assistant  nurses, 
one  cook,  and  one  maid..  ■  The  Hospital 'is  taken  over  by  the 
Lewes  ,New haven  &  Seaford  Joint  Hospital  Board,  end  the 
Meoical  Offic  r  of  Health  is  tho  Medical  Superintendent.
